The King’s birthday is essen- 
tially a personal affair between 
His “Majesty and his subjects. 
On the day of the anniversary of 
his accession, review of the 
events of his reign can be linked 
up with the history of the Empire 
over that period. To-day has 
been his for 68 years whether he 
was—or expected to be—on the 
throne or not. So, brushing 
aside His Majesty's Ministera and 
other worthy upholders of the 
monareh’s constitutional privacy, 
the presentation of good wishes 
toKing George V for many happy| 
returns of the day naturally 
follows. And the King’s health 
will be drunk. with » special 
fervour because of late he has 
been troubled by a certain 
muscular pain which has 
restricted his activities. He is 
not yet an old man as_ modern 
standax’s ago but ripe in years 
and experience. ‘The strain of 
his high office and the unbound- 
ed devotion shown in its exeeu- 
tion have made him a thought. 
greyer, a thought more furrowed

fortitude 
and determination gave strong 
reinforcement to that medical 
skill which, under Providence, 

spared him for his people 
anxious and apprehensive—four | 

















years ago, The most cursory 
‘study of his engagement list

when many of his subjects can 
devote themselves to the pleasant 
leisure of a pensioned existence, 
he ig the hardest worker in his 
Dominions and the outstanding 
example of personal service, 
And, on this birthday, it is meet| 
to note that not the least of the 
chims which he makes on the 
love and loyalty of the Empire is 
based on the remarkable manner 
of his identification with the 
ordinary everyday life around 
him. 

Assiduous in the discharge of 
his royal duties, the King is 
ever “the sportsman, In_ his 
heyday one of the four finest 
shols “in the Kingdom, he still 
finds his greatest interest in the 
small shooting parties _ which 
give him a refreshing respite 
from the cares of State. Yet his 
sportamanship is essentially 
catholic. In the delights of 
yachting King George finds 
especial pleasure, for his ser- 
vice with the Royal Navy made 
hin. a, sailor prince indeed, His 
father’s veteran cutter—now 
over 40 years old—has during 
the last year shown what fine 
building and admirable sailing 
can achieve. Under her cut 
down Bermudian rig, Britannia’s 
triumphs included four firsts and

nding. It is satisfactory to 
note that, already, Chinese 
opinion, comparatively distant 
from the actual scene of the 
recent hostilities, is developing 
a sensible and "by no means 
undignified acceptance of the 
agreement. The moral courage 
thus displayed must, in the long 
run, eliminate the’ element of 
humiliation from an admittedly 
unpalatable event, On her side 
Japan can at least take credit for 
the. assertion of a restraint 
which, when time has been able 
to apply its healing balm, may.

expression of aggrieved isolation 
which, in essence, is the outcome 
of a too nervously _anxiou: 

Friends of China 
and Japan will assuredly con- 
gratulate both on this first step 
to a more satisfactory relation- 
ship. ‘They hope to see jn it the 
promise of greater stability in 
Far Eastern affairs and, perhaps, 
of a new outlook to the jettison- 
ing of traditional sources of 
international controversy. 

Only in these general terms 
can the agreement be usefully 
discussed at the moment. Stub- 
‘born problems remain. Suspicion 
is likely to find only too ready an 
inspiration from bystanders and 
participants alike. Tokyo and. 
Nanking will require all their 
sense of proportion and much 
practical tolerance in guiding 
the rediscovered spirit of amity 
to the full exercise of its bene- 
ficent influence. There is this 
to be remembered: the world 
to-day is obsessed by the threat 
lof a general breakdown of safe- 
guards to international co-opera- 
tion. The process of recovery 
Tmust be helped by a mutual 
abandonment of what have 
hitherto been regarded as essen- 
tial rights and _ privileges. 
Recrimination and insistence on 
past wrongs are clearly inimical 
to solution of some of the major 
problems confronting the nations 
in Europe and America. It is 
possible that China and Japan, 
who, this month, will be 
comrades with the ‘rest of the 
world in a historic endeavour to 
jachieve stability, may make 














modus vivendi in termination of 
a situation which had arisen

value to the cause of peace. The 
Tangku Truce and all that it

If reasonable co-operation be 
forthcoming from the South- 
Western forces now that General 
Chen Chi-tang has formally 
taken over the post ~of Cor 
mander-in-Chief of the Anti- 
Red Forces of the South Route

ishek’s efforts to free South 
langsi of the long-standing 
‘Communist blight should be 


lgreatly reinforced. For over a 
year General Chiang Kai-shek 
has counselled—and practised— 
concentration on the anti-Com- 
munist campaign as the major 
problem before the Government. 
is clearance in Hupeh last 
summer—now to some extent 
counteracted by a recent revival 
lof Ho Lung’s activities on the 
Hung Hu—has been followed by 
‘a well-planned drive in Kiangsi 
where, a few weeks ago, advant- 
age was taken of the Generalis- 
isimo’s brief visit to the North to 
launch an advance of the Red 
troops against Nanchang. On 
his prompt return the threat to 
Nanchang was speedily quashed. 
|General Chiang Kai-shek has 
been able effectually to re-assert 
the ascendancy of the Govern 
ment troops in North Kiangs: 
He has made dispositions to pin 
ithe Red armies within that area 
which, for over two years, has 
lbeen the chief Soviet enclave in 
China. Hitherto the difficulty 
jof pressing this campaign to a 
final success has lain mainly in 
ithe refusal of co-operation by 
the South. Red armies, attacked 





































from the North, have mcrely 
poured out of’ Kiangsi into 
Kuangtung. The Nineteenth 


Route Army made a partially 
successful Urive from Fukien a 
few months back; it fell short of 
finality for the same reason. 
The Government troops have no 
jeasy task. The Communists are 
Provided with an excellent in- 
ftelligence service. They take 
the most drastic ‘measures to 
preserve secrecy for their move- 
ments. The peasants, who have 
long been disillusioned regard- 
ing the: beneficence of Com- 
munism as practised by these 
bandit-hordes, are terrorised into 
silence. When they escape from’ 
the Communist area they are too 
frightened to give information. 
They refuse to return unless 
they can be quite sure that the 
Government troops are abie in 
fadvance to clear the ground per- 
manently of their former oppres- 
sors. Yet the Government has 
Joy this, time acquired solid 
advantages. Its troops are better 
equipped and better-trained than 
formerly. General Chiang Kai- 
shek has breathed life into the 
|General Staff and has also taken 
measures to reduce to a 
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minimum the risk of his treops 
being suborned by Communist 
contacts. 

If he can rely on good use 
being made of General Chen Chi- 
jtang’s experience and undoubted 
lability in the field, hopes of 
coming at last to grips with the 
Red Armies may be not too ex- 
travagantly maintained. The 
problem is, in some degree, 
familiar to those who haye 
studied modern methods of dis- 
persing and rounding up 
guerrilla bands in difficult coun- 





try elsewhere. Recent British 
campaigns, for example, have 
shown the use of light bombing 


aeroplanes to, be exceedingly 
Easy to maintain, 
able and simple to fly, 
these light bombers, with their 
slow landing speed, have been 
most effective in areas where 
nding grounds are small in 
size, ‘They have a good, but not 
too high, speed—high speed is 
adisadvantage as it adds to 
landing speed and is unnecessary 
against guerillas unequipped 
with aircraft. They give a good 
view and are capable of accurate 
bombing, with a bomb sight from 
considerable heights and by 
point blank diving attacks. They 
also facilitate “machine gun’ 
bombing from the air both by 
their pilots and by their observ- 
ers. General Chiang Kai-shek 
ig understood to possess some 
aircraft of the heavy type and 
to have made good use of it. He 
is, however, faced with a special 
problem in’ the elusiveness and 
inaccessibility of the enemy. 
‘The light bomber lends itself to 
the war of attrition which is the 
most effective method of dealing, 
with guerrillas, Its powers can 
be developed without incurring 
the great expenditure necessary 
for the use of the heavier type 
land, ‘moreover, it can produce 
the ‘maximum of result, with the 











minimum of effort. Experience 
has shown elsewhere that the 
frequent worrying of _ the 


guerrilla band by light bombing 
and machine-gunning tends more 
effectively to destroy the 
enemy's morale than the ncces- 
sarily occasional delivery of an 
intensive bombing attack which 
must perforce expend ammuni- 
tion out of all proportion to any 
definite results achieved, except 








in a highly-populated area or on 
large concentrations readily 
detected and sighted. Employ- 





ment of aerial measures of this 
kind would, materially simplify 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s t 
‘The only question appears to 
that of training the pilots and 
securing the proper ground 
lorganiaation—a care to which 
too much attention cannot be 
given. 


Another point in the Govern. 
ment’s favour, provided the 
necessary coordination can be 
established between Nanchang 
lané General Chen Chi-tang, is 
the devastation which has now 
settled down on South Kiangsi. 
In the early days of Red occupa- 
tion the peasants were inclined 
to be resigned to the new régime 
because there was a kind of 
economic programme which 
Jensured cheap food and an 
apparent. prospect of peasant- 
proprietorship. The esser:tial 
unsoundness of the Soviet 
system and the dependence of its 
exploiters on ruthless terrorism 
‘soon told its tale. The complete 
breakdown of rural economy has 
now been followed by an utter 
Jack of stability in the Com- 
munist organisation. ‘The res 
sources of the country occupied 
have been completely exhausted, 
‘The peasants either remain in a 
state of hopeless destitution and 
abject submission to the Red 
tyrants or they make good their 














escape to non-Red_ territory, 
homeless and ruined. General 
Chiang Kai-shek has made 





economic rehabilitation a neces- 
sary feature of’ his campaign. 
First there is to be the clearance 
of the former Red area; then 
occupation followed by a rough 
and ready resettlement of the 
country under the guidance of 
specially-selected evonomic ex- 
perts. To outline a plan is not 
the same as to execute it. Nor 
is it at present possible to argue 
that the process of clearing the 
stricken country is a certain 
event of the near future. Yet, 








in Hupeh, General Chiang Kai- 
shek’s methods have borne fruit. 
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‘The movement for tural re 
Habilitation has been recently 
recognised by the appointment 
‘of: a special committee. And, 
for the first time for many years, 

ie Government has been: able 
Gefinitely to show that its own 
activities bring promise of a 
relief not to. be found. in the 
destructive habits of the Keds. 
‘The demonstration has, perhaps, 
come less from positive work on 
the Government's side than from 
the appalling desolation which 
now stands to. the discredit of 
the so-called “Soviet Government 
of China.” That is of importance 
only in so far as it impresses 
foreibly on the _ responsible 
Chinese authorities the need for 
adhering courageously and per- 
tinaclously to a programme of 
reconstruction, side by side with 
the purely “military eampaigi. 
So long has South Kiangsi been 
entirely delivered to Red domina- 
tion that, even now, it, seems 
rash to ‘expect too much frow 
the recent improvement. And, 
of: course, a great deal depends 
‘on General. Chen». Chi-tang’s 
ability to bring quickly into play 
that cooperation which his ac- 
ceptance of his new post seems 
to imply.

Some distant day hence the 
highly-organised successors of 
this perplexed generation will, 
perhaps, decide to build new 
Race Club quarters. The ex- 
cellent but out-of-date and inade- 
quate Club House and Stand 
erected by the old Shanghai of 
1933 will be found in that year 
of grace—shall it be put at 2033? 
—to require replacement. There 
will be demolition and, of 
course, another demolition dinner 
over which soine Shanghailander 
who has yet to make his first 
appearance in the press (under 
“Births”) will preside. And that 
mystical store of relics under- 
neath the foundation stone of the 
condemned building will possibly 
be reverently examined and give 
rise to speculation regarding the 
habits and thoughts of a hundred 
years ago. Merriment may be 
spent on the curious importance 
attached to the _printed 
word as a news purveyor. In 
an age when wireless  photo- 
graphy with talkie attachment 
has been harnessed to the task 
of keeping the world, at any 
given moment of the day, duly 
informed on current happenings 
—with, indeed, further ingenio 
devices for accurately forecas! 
ing the future—the archaic aid 
of a so-called newspaper, bother- 
some to the eyes and imperfect 
in its scope, will arouse tolerant 
amusement,’ Some admiration 
will go to the patience of the 
20th century in wading through 
tedious columns of letter-press 
with its crude headlines, its coi 
centration on what had or wi 
supposed to have happened 
without any sign of ability to 
Know the future's gifts. But 
there will be a comfortable con- 
vietion that the ancestors of the 
then rising generation were 
hampered “by “limitations with 
which civilisation fortunately 
had been able to dispense. 


Why, for instance, the 21st 
century will ask, should there be 
lyrical enthusiasm over the 
“Bobbery Book”—obviously a 
religious relic of some special 
‘creed jionable in the 20th 
century. Dissertation will follow 
on the tenets of that faith and’ 
its quaint querulousness on the 
subject of poached eggs which 
seemed to be sacred symbols of 
a ritual, Yet, in pondering 
over the.thought of that distant 
age, the breathles: fast-living 
Shanghailander will dervive 
lessons for guidance in solving 
his own problems. Depending 
mainly on the air for his means 
of transport, he will in a sense 
‘smile over the feverish dis- 
cussion of those abandoned rail- 
‘tracks on earth. He will wonder 
‘how it was still necessary to 
streak the country with ribbons 
of road or incur the peri] of the 
‘sea when already the aeroplane 
had appeared. So—with the 
help of translations made by 
classical scholars—in reading 
the comment of the day, he will 
find inspiration. Congestion 
df traffic in the stratosphere may 
Present special features of its 
own, but he will observe that, 100 
years ago, Shanghailanders 
‘busily thrashed out the cause of 
traffic blocks in Nanking Road 
and the failure of-railways to be 
run at a profit. He will say to 
himself “this throws light on our 
own controversies regarding the 
relative merits of airships and 
aerial torpedoes.” The cumbrous 
airship may, take the palm for 
‘sociability and a certain speed of 
travelling combined with com- 
fort. Yet time is money and the 
air torpedo, by which the single 
passenger is shot from Shanghai 
to Paris in less than a quarter of 
an hour, is rapidly bankrupting 
governments which run airship 
‘companies. 






































But, leavirig the 21st century 
to care for itself, it is useful to 
glance back in centenary retro- 
Spect for the benefit of the 20th 





gentleman, needy poet and 
apostle of freedom—died. Just | 
100 years ago Panizzi in London 
produced his “Orlando Furioso” 
for English readers ‘of Italian. 
Ten years before, Stewart Rose 
had removed reproach from his| 
countrymen by giving an admir- 
able version in English. As the| 
author of that matchless roman-| 
tie poem—full of dignity, vivid 
description and fertile narrative 
—Ariosto stood out as the poet 
of his age. Patronage he received 
in acelamation from princes but 
hing more. They allowed 
him to live in poverty and he 
proudly wrote of his own little 
house that, small as it was, it was| 
built with’ his own money and 
as neither obtrusive _ nor| 
squalid. He fought the battle 
of literary freedom. Cardinal 
Ippolito d’Este, appointing him 
to his household, thought that he 
had acquired a poet for a slave-| 
companion. To the Cardinal 
“Orlando Furioso” was dedicat- 
ed but the poet’s reward was a 
cynical inquiry from his patron 
43 to the source from which the 
numerous stories in the master- 
piece were drawn. A niggardly 
75 crowns a year was regarded 
by the Cardinal ‘as justification 
for demanding Ariosto’s attend- 
ance on a tour in Hungary. 
In a memorable phrase the poet, 
proudly refused—the Cardinal 
had not bought a slave with his 
75 crowns which he would with- 
draw if he liked. ‘The Cardinal 
did like. His brother the Duke 
‘of Ferrara took Ariosto under 
his wing. The poet was made 
Governor of an unruly bandit- 
ridden province but given no 
political or financial support. 
His three years’ tenure of office 
was surprisingly successful. He 
managed to please the Duke and 
‘also the turbulent province it- 
self. 

















Indeed even the bandits, who 
looked upon Governors as’ their 
natural enemies, were by no 
means hostile to him. One day 
he was walking alone and caught 
by a party of bandits. The chief, 
discovering that the captive was 
not merely the Governor but 
also the author of “Orlando 
Furioso,” apologised profusely. 
and sent him back to safety with 
elaborate marks of respect. The 
20th century bandit might well 
take note of the superior literary 
culture of his 16th century pre- 
decessor. But Ariosto’s  famé 
beyond the Apennines of 
bandit realm. ‘The Eliza- 
bethan poets took him as their 
master. Thomas Wilson in his 
“Arte of Rhetorique,” champion- 
ing the styles of Artistotle, Cicero 
jand Quintilian, -castigates the 
poets of his ' period—such as 
Wyatt and Surrey—for “eounter- 
feiting the kinges English” by 
undue use of French and Itali 
phrases—a habit partly gained 
by close imitation of | Ariost 
‘These English poets’ earlier 
efforts were admittedly transla- 
tions from Italian sonnets and 
their later work was clearly 
imitative of the cloyingly sweet 
measures of Italian poetry. They 
attempted to give polish to th 
English “rude and homely 
manner of vulgar poesie.” ‘They, 
rightly drew down on their heads 
ithe wrath of Wilson whose re- 
marks Shakespeare is to 
have studied with satisfactory. 
sults. 
































Englishmen chiefly remember 
‘Ariosto | for. his “Orlando 
Furioso.” It was actually the 
model on which Edmund Spenser 
built “The Faerie Queene.” 
Atlante, Alcina, Bradamante in 
the Italian poem became Archim-_ 
ago, Duessa and Britomart in 
ithe Elizabethan epic. Ariosto’s 
stories are borrowed by Spenser’ 
jwith the frankness of Shakes- 
Peare’s recourse to Plutarch's 
Lives or the Decameron. As a 
word painter, as a romantic inter-| 
preter of the spirit of chivalry 
and as a delineator of the 
feminine character, Spenser did

The Italian poet was 
romantic enough, but grossly 
realist when it came to handling 
feminine emotions; Spenser, re- 
membering ‘who sat on the throne 
lof England but also uplifted by 
mse of the nobleness of 
chivalry, idealised and threw

Ariosto knew that the age of 
chivalry was in peril of exposure, 
Satire was about to make play 
with the absolutism which had 
lerushed the best in feudalism 
land with the courtier who 
lusurped the place of the knight. 
‘Spenser, for all his delicacy and 
fine susceptibility to the appeal 
lof chivalry, was dimly aware of 
the changes at work. Therein 
ies the lesson for to-day when 
once more freedom is being 
jassailed the world over by 
specious claims of nobility for 
ruthless dictatorship. So Spenser 
could write:

mentioned drug factory in Istanbul. 
only to be expelled from there too. 
Several more contacts were proved 
by the Berlin police and arrests 
made. So. far “however, nothi 
gonngeted the Del Gracio ate wit 
the Eliopoulos group until a chance 
paper was found with Del Gracio 
bearing the words “Devineau” and

It was at this juncture that the 
British authorities in Tientsin in- 
formed the Egyptian Anti-narcotics 
bureau of the pending departure for 
Greece via Egypt of John Veyatzis.
